Call For 


In conformity to the Constitution 
of the American Federation of Musi- 
cians, and as determined by the Nine- 
teenth Annual Convention, held in 
Des Moines, Iowa, May 11 to 16, 1914, 
all the Locals constituting the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians are here- 
by notified that the Twentieth Annual 
Convention of the American Federa- 
ton of Musicians will meet in San 
Francisco, Cal., Monday, May 10, 
1915. 

Place of meeting in San Francisco 
to be designated later. 

Delegates to be chosen in accord- 
ance with the provisions contained in 
Article V, and Sections 1 and 2 of 
Article VI, Constitution, as follows: 


ARTICLE V. 

All Locals of this Federation of one 
hundred members or less shall be en- 
titled to one delegate. All Locals 
shall be entitled to one delegate for 
each one hundred members, or a ma- 
jority fraction thereof, not exceeding 
three delegates for any one Local. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Delegates—How Elected. 

Section 1. Delegates to the Con- 
vention shall be elected by the Locals, 
either at annual, special or regular 
meetings. If elected at annual meet- 
ings, the usual notice to members in 
vogue for such meetings shall be suf- 
ficient. If elected at regular or special 
meetings, which cannot be done 
earlier than 100 days preceding the 
Convention, every member of the 
Local must be duly notified of such 
meeting. 

Elections held in volation of this 
law are null and void. 

No member shall be permitted to 
represent more than one Local, nor 
shall any member be permitted to act 
as delegate for a Local unless he is a 
full member in good standing in said 
Local. 

In the event of protests being filed 
against the seating of delegates, such 
protests must be accompanied by a 
certified copy of the minutes of the 
meeting at which the election of dele- 
gates took place, under seal, which 
shall be furnished by the local Secre- 
tary. All other documentary evidence 
must be duly sworn to before a No- 
tary Public. The contestant must 
notify the accredited delegates at least 
forty-eight hours before the opening 





of the convention of his intention to 
contest. And either party may sub- 
mit his evidence in person or by 
proxy. 

The hotel accommodations of the 
delegates and a per diem of $2.25 per 
day, or fraction thereof, commencing 
not more than twenty-four hours 
prior to the opening of the Conven- 
tion and ending not later than twelve 
hours after adjournment, and those of 
the Executive Board of the A. F. of 
M., for such time as it may be in ses- 
sion, and of such members as it may 
summon to appear before it, shall be 
paid from the funds of the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Alternates may be elected 
for those delegates who may be un- 
able to attend the sessions. It shall 
be the duty of Local Secretaries to 
notify the Secretary of the Federation 
of the names of the delegates and their 
alternates immediately after such elec- 
tion.

Arthur Cortland Pell. 

Arthur Cortland Pell, one of the 
best known and ablest musical direc- 
tors in the profession, died in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., on Wednesday, Dec. 23, 
1914. Mr. Pell early showed great 
talent for music, and as a boy made a 
trip to Australia as a concert pianist. 
He later went abroad for study at the 
Conservatory of Leipsig, taking piano 
with Carl Reinicke, violin with Brod- 
sky, and harmony with Jadassohn. He 
was for seven years musical director 
with the Wilbur Opera Co., and made 
a tour of the world with the Josephine 
Stanton Co. Many people will re- 
member the picture taken by him of 
this opera company in the crater of 
a volcano in New Zealand, which ap- 
peared a few years ago in one of the

leading magazines. Since returning 
from this trip, he had been with many 
of the leading productions of the day, 
of grand and light opera, musical 
comedy, and the productions of Mrs.

Last season he went, via Canada, to 
the coast with Victor Herbert’s “Song 
Birds,” under the management of Wm.

FIRST DISTRICT CONFERENCE. 





The conference of the Locals of the 
First District was called to order at 
Lowell, Mass., at 1:00 p. m., December 
20, 1914, by President Griffiths, of 
Local No. 83. President Griffiths and 
Secretary Delaronde were respectively 
elected president and secretary of the 
conference. 

The roll call showed 48 delegates, 
representing 22 Locals, 

President Griffiths, in a few well 
chosen words, welcomed as a guest 
National President Frank Carothers, 
of the A. F. of M. 

Records of previous conferences 
were read and approved as read. 


Reports of Locals. 

Local No. 9, Boston, Mass.—Mr. 
Brenton reported conditions about the 
same as last year; poor business com- 
plained of; maintained a minimum 
number of men in most cases and 
were continually getting requests for 
rebate on number of men; many re- 
quests for free services; closing of 
Boston Opera created great competi- 
tion; dance business poor; concert ap- 
propriation of Boston cut from 
$20,000 to $8,000; said they were try- 
ing hard to raise the State appropria- 
tion for park concerts from $25,000 to 
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$50,000, and urged the support of the 
smaller Locals in the passing of the 
appropriation, as it would benefit all 
members of the A. F. of M. 

Local No. 83, Lowell, Mass.—Presi- 
dent Griffiths and Secretary Dela- 
ronde made a combined report on the 
theatre troubles from August 9 to the 
present date, and emphasized the fact 
that a brother from Boston Local, a 
Mr. B. Grady, had been here trying 
to induce the Local to lower their 
price for Keith’s Theatre, and thought 
that they had not received the proper 
support from the national officers in 
the effort to effect a settlement. 

Local No. 126, Lynn, Mass.—Mr. 
Mitchell reported business very quiet 
and were continually getting requests 
to reduce the number of men. 

Recess taken at 2:15 p. m. 

Conference called to order at 3:15 
p. m. 

New Business. 

Mr. Holt, of Nashua, referred to an 
engagement that had been played by 
the members of his Local for several 
years, although it was in the jurisdic- 
tion of Lowell, at price which was 
less than the price of Lowell, and de- 
sired to know what was going to be 
done about it. 

Delaronde, of Lowell, answered 
that it was in the hands of the Execu- 
tive Board of Local No. 83, and that 
they would soon hear from them. 


Mr. Purcell, of Portland, said the 
conference was not the place to settle 
any disputes and they should not be 
brought up. 

First District Officer Brenton, of 
Boston, said we had with us today the 
National President, and he could no 
doubt say something that would be 
beneficial to us all and it was voted 
that we ask the President to address 
us, and then any one wishing could 
ask any questions. 

National President Carothers ad- 
dressed the conference and thanked 
the delegates for the cordial recep- 
tion, and expressed his disappointment 
in the proceedings of the conference 
up to that time, but expressed the 
hope that his impressions would be 
altered before the conference ad- 
journed. To clear some prewailing 
impressions, he explained the agree- 
ment between the A. F. of M. and the 
I. A. T. S. E., and also urged the 
delegates present to present to their 
Locals the importance of sending 
delegates to the next convention of 
the Federation. 

First District Officer Brenton made 
same remarks on the good accom- 
plished in the past by these confer- 
ences, and thought before we ad- 
journed the President would change 
his mind. 

Mr. Dodge also spoke on remarks 
of the President, and referred to the 
brass band chart, and suggested that 
the National President send out cir- 
culars to every Local advising them 
to send delegates to the next conven- 
tion. 

Returned to reports of Locals, 

Local No. 138, Brockton, Mass.— 
Mr. Manning reports very little 
change; some trouble with suspended 
members, but were gradually getting 
them back into the Local. 

Local No. 143, Worcester, Mass.— 
Mr. Crosbie reported business fair; 
had raised prices in theatres, picture 
houses, $3.00 per week, and combina- 
tion $2.50 per week; classified the 
places according to location, maintain- 
ing a minimum number of men law. 

Local No. 171, Springfield, Mass.— 
Mr. Cutler reported some theatre 
trouble, but not on account of prices, 
but on efficiency and with music ma- 
chines; orchestra taken back and ma- 
chine taken out. 

Local No. 173, of Fitchburg, Mass. 
—Mr. Manning reported business 
good; two theatres using three men 
afternoon and five and seven in the 
evening. 

Local No. 198, Providence, R. I..— 
Mr. Kearns reported a very strenuous 
year; said two injunctions had been 
served on them and the first trial had 
been in their favor, while the second 
had been against them, but was com- 
ing up again in the Supreme Court 
for final settlement; referred to Odd 
Fellows’ parade, which had been un- 
fair, saying they had been unable to 
meet the committee in charge. 

Local No. 214, New Bedford, Mass. 
—Mr. Parry reported theatre business 
normal; outside business very poor. 





Local No. 216, Fall River, Mass.— 
Mr. Lyons reported a lot of theatre 
troubles, with the Great Eastern 
Amusement Co., and said they had 
applied to place the circuit on the un- 
fair list. 2 

Local No. 248, Marlboro, Mass.— 
Mr. Flanagan reported no theatre 
trouble; using the minimum number 
of men—one; dance business very 
poor. 

Local No. 235, Norwich, Conn.— 
Nothing to report. 


Local No. 320, Haverhill, Mass.— 
Mr. Adams reported busines very bad; 
asked the National President if a man 
from another jurisdiction came into 
their town and took an engagement if 
they could demand to see his contract. 
Answer: Yes, or get a sworn state- 
ment from him. 


Local No. 324, Gloucester, Mass.— 
Mr. Collins reported non-union or- 
chestra doing business under price 
and trouble in theatre where their men 
had been out for a year; said they got 
permission to declare them unfair, but 
were waiting for the Stage Hands. Mr. 
Dodge asked him if he had applied to 
the Central Body to help them, and he 
said they had, and still the people pat- 
ronized the place. 

Local No. 343, Norwood, Mass.— 
Mr. Berry said they were doing fine. 

Local No. 349, Manchester, N. H.—- 
Mr. Price reported two union bands 
and seven non-union; also seven union 
orchestras and 33 non-union; also 
trouble at a theatre which had been 
practically boycotted. 

Local No. 359, Nashua, N. H.—Mr. 
Hold said business was good. 

Local No. 364, Portland, Me.—Mr. 
Downs reported seven theatres all 
union—from 4 to 8 men; outside busi- 
ness very good; had some trouble with 
non-union band, and were working 
through the Central Body to prevent 
them from having engagements. 

Mr. Keene, of Haverhill, said they 
stopped this band from coming to 
their town for a certain parade. 

Local No. 372, Lawrence, Mass.— 
Mr. Jackson said they had raised their 
price to $1.00 per hour, time to start 
at 8:00 o’clock, for dancing, with a 
minimum of three hours, and said 
they had some trouble with a Mr. 
Wholly, who was running dances with 
non-union music. Mr. Tetley said the 
theatre and dance business was fair. 

Local No. 393, Natick, Mass.—Mr. 
Sherman said all bands were union- 
ized and the dance business was poor. 

Local No. 409, Lewiston, Me.—Mr. 
Dumais reported that all was well with 
the exception of a boys’ band that was 
causing some trouble. 

Local No. 440, New Britain, Conn. 
—Mr. Dolan reported that most of 
their troubles were caused by outside 
jurisdictions; said First District Of- 
ficer Brenton had been there, with 
good results. 

Mr. Crosbie, of Worcester, said two 
symphony orchestras had been started 
in Worcester—one uninon and one 
non-union. Also stated a Mr. Holt- 
man had tried to engage a theatre for 
an opera and was told he would have 
to have a union orchestra; after some 
talk was finally persuaded to engage 
an orchestra from Worcester. 

Mr. Dodge, of Boston, reported for 
committee appointed at the last con- 
ference, to get a brass band chart 
printed; said he finally got a man to 
do the work for $45, and displayed a 
proof of same to the conference; also 
spoke in favor of all Locals joining 
the State branch of the A. F. of L. 

Mr. Milligan, of Lawrence, treas- 
urere of the committee, made the fol- 
lowing report:

President’s Report. 

On retiring as president of Local No. 2, 
which he has held off and on for thirty years, 
Mr. Owen Miller presented .a final report, a 
synopsis of which is appended: 

The board of directors held fifty-two regu- 
lar and twenty-three special meetings during 
the year, a total of seventy-five meetings. 

The average attendance of regular meetings 
of the board of directors was a trifle over nine 
per meeting. Of the special meetings a trifle 
over eight per meeting. 

A regular meeting of the Assogiation was 
held each month. In addition, six special 
meetings of the Association were held, mak- 
ing a grand total of ninety-three, an average 
of about one meeting for every four days dur- 
ing the year.

After submitting all the interpretations of 
the board, and laws passed by the Associa- 
tion during the year, he closed as follows: 

As this will probably be the last time I may 
have an opportunity to report to you as presi- 
dent, it would not, perhaps, le out of place 
to briefly review the past history of the Asso- 
ciation, 

Just thirty years ago, the necessity for form- 
was much 


ing an organiation of musicians 
talked about. A few preliminary meetings 
were held, which finally .esulted in forming 


an organization of twenty-six members at 
Druid’s hall, September 13, 1885. Just one- 
half of these are still on our roster. A more 
helpless set of men were never gathered to- 
gether. We were all an experiment. None 
of us knew what to do next. The most opti- 
mistic would not for one moment have dreamed 
of the result as exemplified by its successor of 
today. Its very weakness was the cause of 
its success. It was not bound by traditions 
or precedents. It plunged boldly into the or- 
ganized field, not unhindered by the musty 
past, but guided only by the needs of the pres- 
ent. It met the problems of the day, and 
settled them for the day. It had no past, only 
a present. The future was problematical, and 
no one bothered about it. Emergencies were 
met as they arose. Success followed its foot- 
steps. In less thar 4 year after the organiza- 
tion was founded, it established commodious 
headquarters at 204 South Broadway, which 
evoluted from time to time into the present 
home, acknowledged by all who have visited 
it as the most convenient and best regulated 
musicians’ home in the country. Less than 
seventeen months after it was organized, it 
secured an order from the War Department, 
February 24, 1887, confining the Jefferson 
Barracks Band to its reservation. The local 
musicians had previously tried to stop this 
unfair competition for fifteen years, but with- 
out making the slightest progress. 





In 1888 it gained the respect of the entire 
community in resenting the attitude of the 
managers of the Saengerfest in regard to the 
efficiency of local musicians. 

In 1895 it grappled with the Central Trades 
and Labor Union on the question of autonomy. 
This Central Body insisted on its right to 
order affiliated bodies on sympathetic strike. 
The local musicians vigorously protested 
against this illegal assumption of power, and 
won their point, but it did the Association 
much harm, while the contention was on, and 
even to this day the ill-feeling engendered at 
that time has not been entirely obliterated, 
but that a Central Body can not call an 
affiliated local on sympathetic strike is settled 
forevermore. 

It was the first to establish local headquar- 
ters in which the entire membership was in- 
cluded. This example has been followed by 
every large local of the A. F. of M., and many 
of the smaller ones, thus solidifying the 
movement in every community where this plan 
has been adopted. 


It was the first to adopt the universal uni- 
form, now generally prevalent throughout the 
country. 


It was the first to hold contractors respon- 
sible for the pay of musicians employed, re- 
ducing the loss to musicians to a minimum, 

It was largely responsible for the formation 
of the A. F. of M., which has proved such a 
boon in protecting the members of the pro- 
fession from imposition and pecuniary loss. 

It stands high in the estimation of musicians 
all over the world. 

As to my own connection with the organiza- 
tion, I realize that whatever honors have come 
to me, I owe it to this Association. I would 
never have been known in the broader field of 
the world’s work, had I not been given the 
opportunity by being chosen to represent the 
organization in various capacities in other than 
musicians’ societies. As to how I have rep- 
resented you in these various capacities, I will 
leave the record to tell the story. 

My connection with, and work for the or- 
ganization has not been “fas one bed of roses.” 
I have had many a bitter cup to drain, have 
met with much contentious opposition, but 
on the whole, I am satisfied with the work 
done and the results attained. 

For my successor I bespeak your earnest 
and cordial support. 

I shall in the future, as in the past, be ever 
ready to defend the organization against foes 
both within and without, and render whatever 
support I may, in accordance with what 
strength and sense nature may have endowed 
me with.

The International Typographical Union has reached 
the highest point in membership since its first organiza- 
tion, totaling 67,000, an increase of 2,000 for the year, and 
during this period the earnings of the members amounted 
to $61,000,000, an increase of $4,000,000 over last year.

Your time will be well spent, 
and we shall not fail to demonstrate our superiority 
over human orchestras at a saving of 50 per cent. 

We want to show you what we have. Why bind 
yourself to a musicians’ contract at big expense when 
we can save you big money?

Whereas, This company is making desperate efforts to jus- 
tify its avowed purpose of depriving musicians of employment 
by securing members of the A. F. of M. as demonstrators, who 
proclaim the fact that they are members of the A. F. of M., 
therefore, infer that the A. F. of M. is not opposed to the in- 
troduction of machines that are invented to deprive musicians 
of employment; and 

Whereas, It has been reported that agents of this company 
have approached members of Local No. 2, A. F. of M., of St. 
Louis, Mo., with a view of employing them as demonstrators 
of these machines; and 

Whereas, We recognize the fact that we cannot object to 
improved machinery, we, also, recognize the fact that it is to 
our interest to control such machinery, as the printers control 
the Mergenthaler, and other printing machines; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That any member of Local No. 2, A. F. of M., 
that is now employed, or that may accept employment from 
the Wurlitzer Co., or any other music machine company, as a 
demonstrator for such machine for reasons set forth in the cir- 
cular issued by the Wurlitzer Co., signed by their agent, W. L. 
Meyer, shall by that act suspend him or herself from member- 
ship in this Local. 


Local No. 2 has no objection to these machines, if 
same are placed on the market without displacing mu- 
sicians ; and further, it has no objection to members act- 
ing as demonstrators for these machines, except when 
they act as such demonstrators in accordance with the 
circular letter issued by Mr. W. L. Meyer, the principal 
agent for these machines in St. Louis and surrounding 
territory; but when members of the organization who 
have taken a solemn obligation to protect the interest of 
their fellow members, sell themselves, like Judas of old, 
for thirty pieces of silver, to act as traitors, and endeavor 
to deprive their fellow men of employment—of the means 
of earning a livelihood—it is time to place ourselves on 
the defensive. 

Section 4 of Article IX, page 30, By-Laws of the A. 
F. of M., grants to each Local the right to regulate what 
shall constitute the minimum number in theatre orches- 
tras of their jurisdiction. 
Locals that have availed themselves of this privilege 
should insist upon the minimum remaining intact, in 
spite of the machine. 
If the managers of such theatres are convinced that 
the Wurlitzer musical Mergenthaler is such a good thing, 
let them install it, with an A. F. of M. operator, and the 
balance of the orchestra to make up the full minimum. 
For instance: If the minimum is one musician, as it 
is in many 5-cent picture houses, the machine operated 
by a member of the A. F. of M. is unobjectionable. Tf 
two, the machine, with an A. F. of M. operator and an- 
other musician. If three, the machine with an A. F. of 
M. operator and two other members, and so on ad fiini- 
tum. : 
If the Wurlitzer Co. will adopt that policy, they need 
not fear opposition from the A. F. of M., but as set forth 
in the circular issued by the agents of the concern, it 
means war, and the A. F. of M. must meet the issue. 
These machines have proven a failure wherever given 
a thorough trial, but it is harm done in the initiative that 
must be met by the Federation.

IS THIS “FRATERNITY?” 








Article II, Constitution of the American Federation 
of Musicians says: 


Article II—Object. 

The object of this Federation shall be to 
unite all organizations of professional musicians 
into one grand body, and to promote frater- 
nal feeling among its members.

The editor received a communication from a member 





of one of our larger Locals, which says in part: 

“We have men in our Local that work from 12 to 15 
hours per day—that is to say, they play two and some- 
times three season engagements per day. For example: 
The downtown vaudeville theatres run from 11:00 a. m. 
to 11.00 p. m. and employ two orchestras. One shift 
plays from 11:00 a. m. to 5:00 p. m.; the other from 5:00 
to 11:00 p. m. The men that play from 11:00 a. m. to 
5:00 p. m. go to another theatre and play from 5:00 to 
11:00 p. m., thus playing two steady engagements per 
day, and sometimes these men, in addition, play a cafe 
job from 11:00 p. m. to 1:00 a. m. 

“Tf six hours were considered a day’s work, it would 
compel these vampires to give up either one or the other 
of those steady season engagements, and thus give other 
members of this Local, so sadly in need of it, a chance 
to make a living. 

“Our president claims he cannot stop this state of 
affairs, as a man has a right to work and earn as much 
as he can.” 

The writer knows nothing as to the correctness of 
these statements, and publishes them just as received, 
but the writer does know, from his own personal exper- 
ience, that there are members.of the organization that 
will take advantage of such opportunities, and excuse 
their greed on the ground that they have the right to 
earn all they can, regardless of who may suffer by such 
tactics. 

The trades union movement the world over has been 
founded and managed on the basis of shorter hours, bet- 
ter remuneration and conditions of employment. This 
principle is generally recognized by all trades unions that 
can possibly do so. 

Many of the trades unions refuse to permit their 
members to work over certain stipulated hours, and 
should it happen that the craft is so constituted, that in 
emergencies its members must work over these stipu- 
lated hours, time and one-half, and in many cases, double 
time must be charged for overtime. In some trades over- 
time is not permitted at all. 

The musicians are part and parcel of this great trades 
union movement, through affiliation with the A. F. of L., 
and it is about time that it began to understand the real 
purport of that movement, which surely is not that some 
few should earn all they can while their fellow members 
suffer for the want of employment. 

The engagement mentioned in this letter was made 
by the Local. It recognizes that six hours steady vaude- 
ville playing was sufficient for the day, therefore provided 
for two shifts of six hours each day. The managers also 
recognized that twelve hours steady vaudeville was more 
than could be expected from the same set of men day 
after day. 

If the statements made in this communication are 
correct, why should the Local not have the right to say 
that the men who played a six-hour vaudeville engage- 
ment should not be permitted to play a similar engage- 
ment that day? 

This question is worth considering, especially at this 
time. A wave of hard times has swept over the country. 
The musician is the first to feel the impinge of general 
forced economy on account of the unfortunate indus- 
trial situation, and it is as much the duty of musicians’ 
trades unions to protect their membership against the 
greed of their fellow members as it is for the cigarmakers, 
printers and other trades unions to do so. 

It sounds nice for these greedy ones to say “We have 
the right to earn all we can.” True, but not when it 
means suffering to their fellow members and those de- 
pending on them. 

“Greed is the same all over the world. Greed has no 
heart and no soul. Greed respects no country and re- 
veres no flag. Its religion is profit and its god is gold.”

MODERN CHRISTIAN WARFARE. 





Up to the close of the “Thirty Years War,” so 
graphically described by Schiller, the conquered were at 
the absolute mercy of the conquerors. Sometimes whole 
nations were wiped off the face of the earth. There was 
nothing in war that could be classed as Christian or civi- 
lized, any more than now. The “Thirty Years War” 
was between two factions that disagreed as to how to 
worship the same God, and in His name slaughtered each 
other, destroyed each other’s cities, devastated each 
other’s land, until a large part of Middle Europe became 
a desolate wilderness. 

The destruction of Madgeburg.by General Tille was 
so atrocious, that even these fiends were horrified. Some 
time after this war ended, on account of the actual ex- 


-haustion of both factions, a conference of the represen- 


tatives of the so-called Christian nations was called, and 
an agreement was entered into called the “Rules of 
War,” which regulated how these Christians could 
slaughter each other and destroy each other’s property in 
future wars between civilized nations. Amendments 
were made to those rules from time to time. Thus when 
an ingenious Christian invented the chain-ball, a con- 
trivance that fastened two cannon balls to a long, strong 
chain, when forced from a double charged cannon it 
would spread out the full length of the chain and vir- 
tually mow down whole companies of soldiers. The use 
of this kind of projectile was forbidden; so were the 
dum-dum bullets, the explosive rifle bullet; poisoned 
weapons of any kind. One of the rules of this murder-

The present highly scientific and efficient Christian 
civilization has, through the ingenuity of Christian in-| 
ventors, added a new horror to modern warfare, namely, 
the airship. Previous to the present war, much discus- 
sion was indulged in as to the possibilities of the airship 
as an important militant factor in the war. It was con- 
ceded it could be used to drop bombs on fortresses, field 
works and camps, columns of moving troops, and observ- 
ing the movements and positions of the enemy. We hear 
much of the usefulness of the airship in observing the 
movements of hostile armies, locating positions of 
troops and batteries. Little as to dropping bombs on 
moving troops, camps or fortresses, but much of dropping 
bombs on defenseless villages and towns, killing sleeping 
women and babies, and destroying private property. 

The nations of the world not embroiled in this mur- 
derous game have the right and ought to protest the use 
of airships for such horrible purposes. In all the horrors 
of war nothing has occurred since history was begun to 
be written, to equal the ferocious savagery of the use of 
the modern airship against women and children. Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Holland, Spain, Italy, Greece, 
Roumania, the United States of America, Mexico, the 
Central American Republics, and all the South American 
States should enter protest with all the beligerants 
against this cowardly, murderous warfare upon defense- 
less women and children.

PRIVATE ARMY SHOULD BE ABOLISHED. 





The private army is utterly un-American and utterly 
out of place in the twentieth century. There is no legiti- 
mate need for maintaining it. If there is trouble keeping, 
the peace the county authorities may appeal to the State 
and the State, if unable to perform the task, is assured 
the help of the Federal Government. 

But this is not the course commonly taken in big 
labor disputes. A great employing concern fills its plants 
or mines with raw immigrants, too ignorant and unused 
to American manners to think of organizing. They are 
isolated, kept in bondage to “company stores,” and 
guarded against the possibility of falling under the in- 
fluence of the walking delegate. Time passes, and the 
American spirit reaches them; they learn too much; they 
discover that other workers, somehow, are treated better ; 
they get into touch with the labor organizers; they form 
a union and begin to be “turbulent,” which is to say, that 
they begin to see and understand and want better treat- 
ment and conditions. 

It becomes necessary to get rid of them. Disturb- 
ances are fostered, and a fight develops between employ- 
ers and employes. The employer righteously sets himself 
up as the protector of the rights of labor; the right of 
men to keep out of the union if they like. There is a re- 
fusal to recognize the union; effort to drive the union 
men out of camp; armed guards are imported and in due 
course the objectionable laborers, who have got too in- 
telligent to be easily manageable, are driven out, and a 
new horde, fresh from Eastern Europe or Western Asia, 
are shipped in to take their places. 

Pretty nearly always it is the armed guard, the pri- 
vate army, that does the dirty work at the critical point. 
It was so at Houghton; it was so in the earlier Colorado 
and Utah wars; it is so in the present Colorado war if 
the best authenticated reports may be believed. The pri- 
vate army is the institution that should be abolished. 
There is quite enough of feudalism’s flavor in this country 
now, without the deliberate organization of mercenaries 
to suppress whole communities, to obscure and becloud 
issues, to make private wars where warfare serves the 
purpose of private interests. 

All the way from Homestead, in 1892, down to Colo- 
1ado, today, it has been the same story. It was reported 
from West Virginia last year, and was one of the mos: 
disgraceful chapters in the labor history of the country. 
It has been read in the accounts of Pennsylvania’s mining 
warfares. It was the crux of the Western Federation of 
Miners’ struggle ; probe almost every one of the disgrace- 
ful outbursts of capital-labor violence, and the Hessian 
guard will be found. 

If the business of organizing, hiring and using armed 
forces were made treason there would very presently be- 
come a day in which such horrors as Colorado presents 
today would be unknown.—Washington (D. C.) Times.

FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 








A Federal Employment Bureau! It sounds good, 
rolled trippingly from the tongue of the President. And 
probably it will do some good. We are not averse to try- 
ing it. We are told it will connect the jobless man with 
the manless job. It will make labor fluid. Labor will 
flow from where it is not wanted to where it is wanted, 
like any other commodity, which, by the way, the new 
anti-trust act says labor is not. We have heard this 
“flow” stuff before. But we have found out it costs labor 
money to flow over the country for a temporary job here 
and there. The thing is farcial, as we find every harvest 
season. Labor ought not to have to flow. Labor should 
be free to labor for itself anywhere. And it would be so 
free if it could get to that on which it must labor without 
giving of its product for the right to do so. Where labor 
can get to that on which it can work wages are always 
high. Where land is so cheap as to be nearly free labor 
is well paid. Labor is poorly paid where the laborer is 
shut out from access to the soil. Land monopoly makes 
labor scarcity and enforces labor competition towards 
the subsistence point. An employment bureau will not 
and cannot make employment. The only thing that will 
do that is to yank the earth and its natural resources out 
of the hands of those few who hold the earth and its re- 
sources out of use. Land monopoly restricts production 
and makes labor compete for jobs. What is wanted is 
more jobs for fewer men. Now we have more men than 
iobs. Why? Because the jobs are controlled by those 
who have control of the land. An employment bureau 
may shunt men from one place to another at different 
times, but it will not multiply jobs. It cannot multiply 
jobs while land monopoly operates steadily to the mini- 
mization of jobs. The worker must pay for the right to 
work in a narrowing field and the removal of the exac- 
tion of a charge on the right to work. Economic rent 
makes the manless land and the landless man, the man- 
less job and the jobless man. Abolish that rent. Take 
it for the State. Then the man and the land, the man 
and the job can connect one with the other. Until that is 
done the Employment Bureau will be of little value. The 
man who wrote “The New Freedom” should know this.

A UNION MAN OR A MEMBER OF THE UNION. 








In the small corner of the earth where the writer first 
saw the light of day, the inhabitants are known as Kent- 
ish men, or men of Kent. Some historical significance at- 
taches to the distinction between the families who fought 
for the home land and those who just happened to move 
into that particular county. 


There is a similar distinction between the union man, 
one who is a union. man in principle and action, and the 
member of the union, one who belongs because he has 
been compelled to join, or because he is far-sighted 
enough to see that his personal ambition and the welfare 
of the union are related. 

We are all brother members and therein lies an equal- 
ity that “levels all ranks.” Nevertheless, a distinction 
remains between the man who squares his actions by 
principle and the one who merely follows the line of least 
resistance. } 


The stronger, numericaly, a union becomes, the less 
strength the individual members seem to have. Nature’s 
laws act uniformly. Necessity is not only the mother 
of invention, but the gymnasium of the young Hercules. 
When unions are comparatively young, the members 
work with greater zeal and persistence for the principles 
they pledge themselves to maintain. They are the 
pioneers who attain strength by the efforts they put 
,forth and they are inclined to be impatient with the. 
later converts who find the ways made plain and the 
rough places smooth. 

We should endeavor to instruct our recent converts 
in the underlying principles of unionism. In so in- 
structing them we shall remind ourselves that the real 
basis of all unionish is self-sacrifice. That only when the 
man puts his class conscience, his efforts to lift others 
with him, above his individual welfare does he become a 
union man. Those of us who remember when the pos- 
session of a union card classed a man as a relative of the 
anarchist, and a readiness to give up work for a prin- 
ciple as a form of dementia, are apt to be crusty to the. 
beginner who asks before taking out his card. “Will the 
union get me a job?” 

It takes infinite patience to listen to such questions 
and to explain that it is not the province of the union to 
supply ready-made positions—that the principle of union- 
ism involves the question of what we can give, not what 
we shall receive—that while new members are given the 
right hand of fellowship they must prove their worth be- 
fore they enter the inner circle of union men, not mere 
card members. 

It is‘only in the readiness to give up, to sacrifice self 
in the interest of others, to be convinced that the interest 
of one is the concern of all, that the union man comes to 
his full stature. Then his strength is greater than the 
strength of the combined millions in the business of 
money-getting. The essence of business is self-interest, 
the excuse for the existence of business is profit, and con- 
sequently, there is never a real class interest in the finan- 
cial world, an interest that will induce the members to 
risk their all to gain their point. 

These are the truths we must instill into the hearts of 
our new recruits if we want a strong fighting force in 
the members of the years to come. If we succeed in 
nassing on the snirit of individual self-sacrifice for class 
welfare we will gain with the years. If we do not, we 
shall hear more and more of such pronositions as “the 
union should pay the wages of men on-strike” or “the 
union should guarantee employment for its members or 
cut the wage scale.” 

When the unions are strong enough to finance their 
unemnloyed there is danger that they will be too weak, 
morally, to hold together and will disintegrate like figures 
of sand. 

The present season is a time of stress when we are 
tried to the utmost of our strength. The unemploved 
nroblem faces us with increasing severity. The man with 
a job savs “Sit tight and don’t rock the boat.” The man 
out of a job savs “Our demands for increased pay have 
resulted in a few good jobs and many out of emnloy- 
ment.” It is a dangerous doctrine that we should en- 
deavor rather to have every one at work, if only at half 
nav, than to maintain the scale. It takes vears to build 
nrices up. One season would reduce them to a state un- 
worthy of serious consideration. The process of lifting 
wages always involves a reduction of the number of men 
until some other influence restores the balance. On the 
other hand, a surrender to the cry for a dead level of op- 
nortunity would put us in the hands of the enemy for 
vears to come. 

It is a time to trv men’s souls but the self-sacrifice 
necessary to maintain our position for the present will 
bring the reward through succeeding vears. 

Let us at all times be union men, fiehting for the nrin- 
ciples of unionism rather than mere members of such and

President’s Annual Report. 

Thanks to an experience of two years as 
secretary of the union, it did not take me long 
to find myself at home in the duties of the 
president’s office. One of the very first moves 
that I made was to communicate with the 
management of the Fox theatres, in the hope 
that a settlement of existing differences might 
be made. I did not receive any reply to my 
first letters, but finally succeeded in talking to 
representatives of that management. Appar- 
ently my work yielded no results at the time, 
but I have good reason to believe that a set- 
tlement may be reached in the near future, if 
the new administration proceeds immediately 
in this matter. At this time it seems oppor- 
tune to State that my belief is that srike sal- 
aries paid by he union in future troubles simi- 
lar to the Fox situation will enable us to 
avoid a repetition of the circumstances in this 
case. 

It was my desire to have the union author- 
ize the publication of a monthly or quarterly 
bulletin in the form of a paper or magazine, 
but a lack of quorum at the annual meeting 
prevented this. Members afterwards signed a 
petition asking for something of this sort, but 
as the union itself had failed to take up the 
matter at the anual meeting, the board did 
not feel justified in doing so. 

The various central bodies were asked to 
lend their aidein unionizing the halls in which 
they met, for the musicians, early in the year, 
but without result. Our own hall remains the 
only strictly union hall in Greater New York. 
Another effort in this direction was made 
when we received notice from the association 
of hall proprietors that our members would 
not be permitted to use their pianos after a 
stated date. I visited a meeting of these 
managers, and offered in the name of the 
union and under the authority of the board of 
directors, advantageous concessions, provided 
that their association would guarantee that 
none but members of the American Federation 
of Musicians would perform there. This 
proposition was received with some favor by 
the meeting, but was finally rejected through 
the activity of hall proprietors who are mem- 
bers of this union. 

Through the fact that no representative of 
our organization appeared before the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment at its public 
hearing on the budget for 1914, held in Octo- 
ber, 1913, a reduction in the appropriation for 
music had met with no opposition. In an en- 
deavor to restore this sum, our board author- 
ized your president to appoint a committee of 
three to visit various officials and ask for an 
increase. I appointed members William 
Schwartz, and (Alderman) Henry Ottes, act- 
ing as the third member myself, and succeeded 
in obtaining an issue of special revenue bonds 
to the amount of eight thousand four hundred 
dollars. Determined that we should not be 
unrepresented at the public hearing this year 
in the latter part of October, I attended the 
hearing and protested against the reduction 
in the appropriation for 1915. The Borough 
President of Manhattan and the President of 
the Board of Aldermen, Messrs. Marks and 
McAneny respectively, supported my protest 
and showed themselves good friends to music 
and musicians, and that they believed in music 
as a factor for good in the community. Since 
that hearing, developments have ied me to be- 
lieve that some members of the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment had voted for a 
small music appropriation in the belief that 
the bands of the police, fire and street clean- 
ing departments would be available for park 
and pier concerts next summer. Acting on 
that belief, I have written to the heads of the 
police and fire’ departments and to the mayor, 
and have received replies showing that the 
viewpoint of the musician had never been con- 
sidered before. I believe that the idea of hav- 
ing the departmental bands play for the city 
will be abandoned, and that it will be easy 
to get a larger appropriation for music for 
1915, if action is taken at once. 

For the first time in the history of the or- 
ganization we have coped effectively with the 
question of the colored musician, and con- 
vinced him that his interests lie with ours. 
To convince him, it was necessary to take 
drastic action and demand that an engage- 
ment on the roof of a prominent theatre be 
placed in the hands of our members or that 
service be refused the management for the at- 
traction then showing in the theatre below. 
Following that, we took the same action in 
another theatre, and placed two union orches- 
tras in that theatre and on the roof there. We 
displaced non-members with two dancing acts 
in vaudeville and replaced them with mem- 
bers, establishing our jurisdiction over mu- 
sicians employed on the stage with vaudeville 
acts in the legitimate work of a musician. 
This jurisdiction had never before been con- 
ceded by the American Federation of Musi- 
cians, and this action marks an important pre- 
cedent. On the same theory, we called out the 
orchestra in the Victoria Theatre until the 
Hammerstein fmaagement withdrew a band 
composed of non-members engaged to play 
upon the stage at the Lexington Avenue 
Opera House. After an interesting half hour 
on a Sunday afternoon, we won our point and 
kept two union orchestras at work 


Our members have replaced non-members 
at Churchill’s, Rector’s, Chez Maurice, Per- 
sian Garden, and the Whip Cafe in Brooklyn, 
and I have utilized the opportunity afforded 
by the existing copyright litigation by writing 
to the Hotel Managers’ AsSociation, urging 
that their association enter into a trade agree- 
ment with out union, assuring us of the ex- 
clusive employment of our members and assur- 
ing them of an active part in our legislation 
affecting their interests and of our aid and 
friendship wherever our common good is 
threatened. There is no doubt that some little 
work on these lines will bring astonishing re- 
sults, and I take this method of bringing this 
plan to the attention of the incoming adminis- 
tration.

The first steps to accomplish this were taken 
immediately upon my return from the con- 
vention of the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians in May, but I refrained from making 
my plans public at the request of President 
Carothers of the Federation, and in the belief 
that the best interests of this union would be 
served by this course, although I was urged 
to do so by some individuals as a political 
measure. 

Money collected for our members during the 
year runs into the thousands. On one occa- 
sion a member, since expelled, reported to the 
office that the management of a number of 
theatres had flatly refused to pay a bill. This 
manager was notified that our members would 
not play in any of his theatres that night un- 
less the money was forthcoming. In less than 
an hour the money was collected. It was 
brought to the office, and paid to the mem- 
bers to whom it was due. Later 1 obtained 
a sworn affidavit from a member employed by 
this firm, stating that he was engaged with 
the understanding that he was to return a 
portion of moneys received to the firm or its 
representatives. I placed this evidence, with 
additional testimony from other members in 
corroboration of this statement, before the 
president of the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians and asked that members of the Fed- 
eration be instructed to refuse service to this 
firm or company unless the firm files a bond 
or other satisfactory guarantee with the Fed- 
eration that the union prices will be paid and 
that no rebates will be accepted by the firm 
or its representatives. This matter is now in 
the hands of the President of the Federation. 

While the financial statements which ac- 
company this report show that the union is 
in a healthy condition as a whole, it is a fact 
that the majority of our members are suffer- 
ing exceedingly from the business depression 
that has affected the whole country. Applica- 
tions for relief have been many, and your 
board of directors has been most liberal in 
the exercise of its authority in this direction. 

What to do with the property on Ejighty- 
fifth street, purchased for ninety-nine thou- 
sand dollars during the year just passed, is 
a problem for the union to meet at an early 
date. It is not in my province to use this re- 
port as a medium for suggestions that might 
hamper a new administration, and I have no 
doubt that a wise policy will be pursued. 

The last days of my official year were sad- 
dened by the death of our beloved and re- 
spected treasurer, Ernst A. Hauser. It was 
my privilege to know him intimately, as a 
man and as an officer of the union, and his 
loss will be felt by the officers and members 
for a long time to come. He was the real 
founder of our home for our old members, 
through his inspiration and his activity, and 
I respectfully suggest as a fitting memorial 
that the home at Clinton Corners hereafter be 
known as the Hauser Home for Musicians. 

My report would be incomplete if it did 
not include a grateful mention of the assis- 
tance given me by a competent board of di- 
rectors and office staff, and of the loyal help 
of many members who contributed sugges- 
tions for the welfare of the organization and 
personal assistance in their ‘execution. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my best 
wishes for the continued prosperity of the 
union, and that each and every member may 
achieve the individual success that he de- 
serves.
